REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not found persuasive. Applicants argue Brandt et al. do not show 
analysis of macrophages, but only show monoucleated cells, granulocytes, lymphocytes and monocytes. It is well known in the 
art that monocytes represent the circulating macrophage population and should be considered fully functional for their location. 
Monocytes are essentially circulating macrophages in the blood and since the claim is directed towards a method of isolating 
"macrophages" from the blood (and not tissue) one of ordinary skill in the art would consider isolating monocytes to read on the 
claim. Applicants additionally argue that Brandt et al. do not perform a perforation step. Brandt et al. disclose incubating the 
cells with saponin, which is well known in the art to be used for perforation. The rejection of record is therefore maintained.
